V/e have several large 
industries here now, and the 
more v/e can get, the more pros- 
perous the town will be. 

I will buck strongly any pro- 
posal for municipal garbage col- 
lection and a disposal plant. I 
am anxious to see every possible 
improvement In the roads. Our 
town cannot grow without ex- 
penditure". I do not v/anl to tee 
that power to spend abused, but 
I am in favor of expansion. 

I think a memorial hall should 
bo built, the resjjonyibilty for the 
raising of the money resting with 
all the different organizations of 
the town, including the council. 
After It Is built, responsibility 
for Us administration should also 
rest with a committee drawn up 
from all the organizations. 

V/e are now negotiating on an 
improvement in the parking situ- 
ation and will endeavor lo follow 
this through to completion. This 
will encourage the surrounding 
farmers lo come Into lov/n lo 
shop. Due to the increased taxes 
and expenditures, 1 am In favor 
of the poll tax suggested by 
Mayor-elect Joseph Vale. A por- 
tion of this money can be used 
for recreation purposes, v/ith the 
remainder being used to meet 
capital expenditures which hi 
turn will relieve a portion of the 
burden from the taxpayer. 

Mr s . Caroline Kdward s: My 
prime intention is lo work for a 
health area in this district. A 
health unit would provide more 
efficient public health measures 
in Newmarket and district. By 
working with other municipali- 
ties, a public health service, not 
now within our individual 
means,, could be affordt-d. 

I am also extremely Interested 
in town planning. In my opin- 
ion the town should employ a 
specialist to study the town, par- 
ticularly in respect to the Main 
St. problem. The specialist 
would be able to give us estim- 
ates regarding the costs of the 
various schemes, and assist us hi 
deciding which was the most 
feasible. 

I am in favor of making the 
high schdol area as big as pos- 
sible, so thai students may have 
the advantages of as many 
courses as possible, as many as 
any school in Toronto. 

I am in favor of the expansion 
of the scope of the recreation 
council to include more types of 
recreation. We should do more 
for the teen-agers and for the 
older people. This will undoubt- 
edly Jnvolye the expenditure of 
more money. I feel that there 
should be more welfare plan- 
ning, including such topics as 
housing, health, hospitalization, 

education and recreation. 

if. J. Luck: I am in favor of 
anything that will advance the 
progress economically of New- 
market. By this statement I do 
not mean that v/c should not 
spend money, but rather that 
the council should spend money 
with a view lo long range sav- 
ing. Several years ago a second 
main street could have been put 
through from Pork Ave. to 
D'Arcy St. for very liltle money. 
This might still lie done but it 
would cost a great deal more. 
However, in my opinion, the 
solution to the parking problem 
still lies in putting that street 
through west of the town hall. 
At the same time the council 
would automatically create a 
new business section for the 
town. The increased assessment 
would in a few years more than 
pay for the project. The in- 
creasing industrial expansion of 
the town will mean that the 
town will be able to support the 
increased business facilities. 

I am also in favor of' equaliza- 
tion of assessments at present 
day values.

treatment on tho assessments? 
At present the town is limited to 
u depression, income while trying 
to cope with advanced prices. 

Proper garbage disposal is a 
problem* that will have to be 
solved by the erection of a prop- 
er incinerator or garbage dis- 
posal plant. An incinerator Is 
the only solution to the garbage 
disposal problem. In the past 
the emphasis has been on collec- 
tion rather than disposal Too 
much money is spent for tempo- 
rary measures which leave our 
problems without permanent 
solution. These problems are 
being neglected year after year, 
while they should be systema- 
tically solved one by one. Tax- 
ation, accommodation, and 
health facilities would not be 
the problems that they are to- 
day if they had been systema- 
tically dealt v/ith. If we -grow 
industrially, we must provide In- 
creased accommodation. The 
provision for the future demands 
for the health and wealth of the 
citizens must be the foremost 
objective. 

Mrs. Gladys Mitchell: I feel 
thai we should strive for better 
working conditions for the 
young people of Newmarket, as 
well as better working and 
recreation facilities for both 
teen-agers and young married 
people. There is n definite lack 
of recreational facilities even 
yet for people of this age. I will 
stand behind any movement for 
increased town planning, such as 
the provision of a more adequate 
water system. For a town of 
this size, our present water sys- 
tem could be almost classed as 
archaic. Better sewage disposal 
is also a probem that must be 
met this year. Our present 
system, of sewage disposal is a 
disgrace to the town. 

The 1947 council should do 
what it can to provide outlets to 
divert troffic from Main Si. At 
present Main St. is a constant 
bottleneck and additional outlets 
will help to provide a feasible 
solution to the problem. I agree 
with what H. J. Luck said in his 

nomination speech about the 
equalization of assessment and 1 
intend to back him in any plans 
toward this end. 

However my greatest interest 
is in seeing that something def- 
inite is done for the returned 
boys. I think that they feel that 
while the camp was here, much 
was done for the boys passing 
through, a number of whom 
were conscripts. At that time 
we had a club that did a fine 
job in entertaining our fighting 
men, but our boys who actually 
did the job have not even re- 
ceived an official "Thank you." 

Bert Morrison: The 1647 coun- 
cil should strive constantly for 
more industry because industry 
is the basis of growth. We can- 
not expect the population of the 
town to increase if the town is 
unable to support the added 
population. In addition, some- 
thing must bo done to correct the 
present housing shortages and lo 
provide for 'these increases. In 
my opinion a co-operative hous- 
ing plan is the solution. If the 
theory is accepted the details 
will have to be worked out. 

I am also in favor of the re- 
organization of assessment to 
iron out some of the inequalities 
now existing. I am in favor of 
the organization of a Chamber of 
Commerce for Newmarket. I 
fc-el that we should have a hydro 
survey of the street lighting of 
the town. 

I have served on the police 
commillee for the past year and 
I feci 'that there should be closer 

fcO-cpcaHion and a closer relation. 
.ship between the town police and 
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the county police. V/e should en- 
courage a police education system 
for our own force With the 
assistance of county police. V/e 
should . make a survey of the 
latest postwar police equipment 
v/ith the idea of having the most 
modern equipment available for 
our force. 



Aubrey G. Scythes; First, let 
us consider for a moment one of 
our main obligations, namely, 
veterans, their families' and their 
dependents. I refer In particular 
to those veterans who as young 
men just out of school, v/ith no 
trade and ready to establish 
themselves as an integral part of 
our society, heeded the call and 
gave the best years of their -lives 
Jn the service of their country. 
Shall we shirk our obligations to 
them? We shall not. 

Second, are we, as members of 
this community, to alt back and 
let nature take its course as 
regards the youth of our town 
ivho are (he men and 'women of 
tomorrow? Dare v/o neglect this 
obligation that demands clean, 
healthful and educatfonal recrca* 
tlon for these young people and, 
above all, a suitable place where 
such a program may be carried 
out? V/e shall not. 

Third, Newmarket has grown 
industrially. Here again Is un 
obligation that must be met. 
The leaders of our industries 
Have established In Newmarket. 
Is it not an obligation on the 
part of the tov/n as a whole to 
see to ft that this contribution to 
the growth of our community is 
not unrecognized? 

Fourth, now that Newmarket is 
de/intely growing and shall con- 
tinue lo grow, we must have a 
sound, constructive, long term 
plan for the future. Snap judg- 
ments will not suffice. It Is the 
final analysis that must be con- 
sidered. This is of paramount 
importance ty any citizen who 
has a slake in the future of 
Newmarket. 

These four items represent in 
part my platform for election to 
ihe council. They represent in 
part what should be the greatest 
combined operation in the his- 
tory of Newmarket arfd if elected 
I. will see to it that those hoifcles' 
are given every consideration.

certain amount of freedom for 
teachers to try out their own 
ideas. Every teacher has a pet 
theory about the handling of 
children and I think that within 
reason they ought to be allowed 
to give their theories a fair 
trial. Theories, that after a fair 
trial, turn out to be of sound 
value, could then be exchanged 
and put in practice in all the 
classes of all the schools and 
everyone would benefit. Teach- 
ers ought to be encouraged to 
accept other people's ideas for 
what they are . worth. In short, 
the board ought to offer ;nore 
constructive help to teachers. 

We need more men on the staff 
but h* v/e are going to get them 
we will have lo pay them salaries 
comparable %o what they v/ould 
receive in other centres. Boys in 
grades seven and eight won't 
really accept a woman's leader- 
ship and at that age they need 
leadership.

Mr. Mathews' statement fol- 
lows; "A circular bearing the 
name of Local 460, issued by. the 
International Fur and Leather 
Workers Union, C.I.O., has been 
brought to my attention today. 
This circular wrongly quotes a 
statement alleged to have been 
made by me to the union negotia- 
ting committee at Robson Leath- 
er Co., Oshawa, as follows; This 
increase will make an average of 
$1 per hour for the workers in 
Robson Tannery'. 

"In the first place,* I made no 
such statement at any time and, 
in the second place, any such 
statement would be utterly un- 
true, as the average v/ages per 
hour of the workers in the Rob- 
son Tannery are not $1 per hour 
or anything like it. 

'The actual facts arc. Under 
the new agreement just negoti- 
ated at Robson Leather Co. Ltd., 
it was provided that the starting 
rate for men should be 60 cents 
per hour and that this was to be 
increased after three months of 
steady employment to 85 cents 
per hour. The agreement further 
provided that there should be a 
range of rates for hourly-paid, 
male workers, after three months 
of steady employment, of from 05 
cents to 70 cents per hour in 
order that the company could pay 
above the 65 cent rate in excep- 
tional cases where there was 
special merit, or in the case of 
certain old employees.

A recent Gallup poll on the question: "Would 
you lijce to see Canada have a much larger popu- 
lation, or do you think the present popula- 
tion is just about right?" saw Uie majority of 
answers in favor of increasing the population.

(I oppose the view 
that labor's job is) only to produce wealth in tire 
industrial field and Jet the other fellows make 
Jaws under which you work and live, and Urot 
the other fellow has all the ability to make and 
administer the laws." Mr, Mosher said that 
labor is one of the greatest forces for social im- 
provement but that it must be united both politi- 
cally and industrially. "I am hoping within the 
next 12 months we will be able. to accomplish 
some co-ordination between the tv/o labor con- 
gresses and be able to act as one unit, represent- 
ing the economic power of workers in -Canada," 

Mr. Mosher's remarks are indicative of a trend 
in political life which should be fought. In the 
excerpts quoted above, is evidence that Mr. 
Mosher is thinking in terms of a Canadian labor 
parly, designed to serve first the interests of the 
working inan. 

There is no room for that kind of politics in 
Canada. A political party serving first the inter- 
ests of one particular group is contrary to the 
tenents of democracy. There should be no 
preference v/hatever. A truly democratic gov- 
ernment serves all men, no matter what their 
particular concern is, commensurate with the 
best interests of the country.

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YOUTH MIGRATES 

TO GREENER PASTURES 
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We have already made one reference to the 
speaker at the Newmarket Lions club meeting a 
week ago Monday, and now we refer to him 
again. The. fact of the matter is that the speaker, 
Dr. V. B. Ilynard. a former district boy and now 
living in Barrle, put so much meat into his re- 
marks to the Lions club that he is worth refer- 
ring to more than once. 

Dr. Rynard told the Lions club that he estim- 
ated that Canada exports annually $25 J 00Oi000 
woryr of trained young people in the form of 
University graduates, technicians, junior execu- 
tives, and other skilled personnel. 

V/e see another reference of this migration of 
young people in a news report of a conference of 
welfare, educational, and 'government represent- 
atives being held under tfce auspices of the Can- 
adian Youth Commission. Dr. Sidney Smith, 
principal of the University of Toronto, found in 
the migration of young people to the United 
States a suggestion that in the post-war period, 
Canada has "already" failed to make its young 
people feel they belong here. 

From the short news item, we gather Oral Dr. 
Smith's diagnosis of the cause of Uie migration is 
on a broader basis. Further speculation is cur- 
tailed by the brevity of the news report, but it is 
evident that Uie annual departure 'of thousands 
of young Canadians to the greener pastures to 
the south is not an export which should be 
encouraged. %

;pralse of the federal government for bringing 
(the !!?olcs here to relieve the farm help shortage. 
He is bitter when Ire recalls hov/ part of his crop 
•was lost^Wecause native Canadians would not 
w/ork<on his farm at five and six dollars a day 
although not otherwise employed. 

To .this farmer, the arrival of the Poles means 
•that he v/ill have help to enable him to continue 
: .to produce. To another farmer, however, the 
arrival of the Poles represents a threat to better 
wages for native Canadians. The contract be- 
tween each farmer employer and his Polish help 
reads that the farmer must pay tlie prevailing 
wage v/Ith a minimum of §45 a month. Either 
the protesting former feels the $45 minimum too 
•'low or.ejse he anticipates a threat in the future 
when .the Poles, released from their contracts, 
will accept work at lower v/ages thus driving 
-.downwards the genera! wafcc level of farm help. 
The .position of these two farmers in their 
stand '.towards the Poles is indicative at ihe gen- 
eral view towards increased immigration into 
Canada. '.On one hand, there is the memory of 
the '30's v/hen there" wasn't sufficient work for 
Canada's workmen, With fear of how much worse 
51 Will be with a larger population should those 
days come again. On the other hand, there is the 
jucture-of v/ork going a-begging because of either 
an -outright -.shortage of help or because Hie men 
who could fill ithose jobs prefer the benefite of 
government provided security, or else are. too 
particular to take any kind of work. 

''l'hjtf.eils;onotruvr:aspcct to broadening iromigra- 
itiQU laws *wlunfa lis of greater importance than 
the above. Canada is a major exporting nation. 
Canadian prosperity is dependent upon world 
markets. Thirty^ive cents of every Canadian 
dollar comes from ithe export teade. Loss of 
markets abroad means an immediate reduction of 
Canadian revenue by one-third. 

M the same time, despite its grett productive 
capacity and its national resources, Canada is the 
second most sparsely populated country in ihc 
world. Its population is concentrated in a strip 
along its southern border. In the past, it was un- 
profitable to live and work elsewhere. Develop- 
ments in machinery and methods, the need for 
new materials, has changed thai. Now it is said, 
Canada's destiny is in its north. 

The Newmarket Lions club heard a speaker 
last week tell them tliat the Peace River district 
could support another half million people. The 
same speaker spoke of the plains of Alberta 
where proper irrigation methods were bringing 
into existence new farm lands where before there 
had only been arid plains. Other parts of Can- 
ada, once deemed useless except to make Canada- 

look larger on maps, have been opened up by 
20th century pioneers using bulldozers and planes 
Instead of ox-cart and schooner. 

Here there is room for uncounted thousands 
who could provide a growing domestic market 
wrUiout infringing on the prosperity of native Can- 
adians. -The settlement of these new lands, the 
more productive use of old areas, is Uie answer to 
Canada's one-sided economy. Some Vnay see im- 
migration desirable from a humane point of view, 
or to merely meet the needs of the moment. But 
the fact Is, Immigration is necessary ii Canada Is 
, going tp protect itseljf against a collapse of inter- 
oajional jrade. 

We have been coasting on the production of 
first, .trade in the munitions of war, and secondly, 
trade jn immediate post-war requirements; Other 
countries' arc catching Up and white international

There were ten reported cases 
of. chicken pox in Newmarket 
last month, according to the re- 
port of the public health nurse, 
Miss Ilelcji 15. Gardner. Three 
of the cases were pre-school chil- 
dren, seven were school children. 
Four conferences on child health 
were held by Mill Gardner with 
a total attendance of 47. 

Forty-four children received 
their second treatment in a ser- 
ies of immunization clinic?. 
Twenty-five visits were imade to 
the schools where four* first aid 
treatments were given by Miss 
Gardner. Three children were 
excluded from school after exam- 
ination; 12 received special 
physical examinations; 13 receiv- 
ed vision tests; seven rooms were 
examined in connection with com- 
municable diseases; three chil- 
dren were found to have new 
defects; three children had de- 
fects corrected: ten conferences 
were held with teachers. 

Dental cards have been distri- 
buted .to the pupils in seventh 
grade who had not been to the 
family dentist this year and to a 
number in the eighth grade. 

A total of 176 visits were made 
to homes or received at the 
nurse's office.

The editor, Aurora Era: I am 
not d candidate for office this 
year, but may I take this oppor- 
tunity to place before your 
readers a few facts? 

For over 30 years I have been 
a member of the Aurora public 
school board. During that per- 
iod I have seen many changes, 
most of which could be classed 
as progressive.

The plans for the proposed 
new building are good and the 
new school v/ill be a great asset 
to the town. A great Canadian 
has recently said, "The greatest 
asset that Canada has is not 
money and fcold. but rather our 
well-educated boys and girls." 
Don't let them down. You owe 
it to them. 

The board with its architect, 
met the town council and discus- 
sed the situation with them and 
every member, including the ma- 
yor, by a show of hands led us 
to believe we had the go-ahead 
signal. The mayor assured .iis 
the town's finances were in good 
shape why, then, all this hedging 
and backsliding now? Our plans 

have not changed. 

The board does not intend to 
waste its money and yours, but 
it does want the opportunity to 
complete a building, as soon as 
materials and costs are right.

tions for' wage lncreasc-3. .The 
C.I.O. met with the management 
and at the f hat meeting, got 
nowhere,- he said. -There was a 
second meeting and then a strike. 
Mr. Park said the C.I.O. negoti- 
ating committee had pulled the 
men out of the plant without first 
consulting the workers and the 
workers were out 24 weeks. 
The average worker there lost 
$1,025 in wage3," he said. The 
strike was settled with an in* 
crease of 12% cents an hour, less 
than what we v/ould have gotten 
had negotiations been allowed to 
continue," 

He said 65 cents of every $1 
dues pafd to the C.I.O. union at 
Aiiacond#was sent to the United 
States. 

The Canadian Federation of 
Labor is run by Canadians for 
Canadians/' said Mr. Park. "Can- 
ada is the only country in the 
world which hasn't its own trade 
union movement. We arc run 
by international unions.'.' In- 
ferring to strikes, he sard "v/ork 
stoppages now are not fair to our 
ov/n people. It's a crime that 
shortages are aggravated by 
strikes. There is no need for 
strikes when management and 
the union can work out an agree- 
ment without strikes. 
I "At Anaconda, six men on an 
executive committee put 1,300 out 
of work. The strike v/as called 
without consulting the men. Tlie 
first tiling they knew of the 
strike was v/hen the now shift 
came on and there was a picket 
at the door." 

The strikers were promised 
relief. Mr. Park said, "but I have 
four letters on file at home of 
| men who applied for relief and 
couldn't get it." Mr. Park de- 
nounced what he called "the 
undemocratic methods" employ- 
ed by the C.I.O. organizer. 
Three of us challenged state- 
ments made by the C.I.O. organ- 
izer and when there v/as a gener- 
al meeting, we weren't allowed 
in despite the fact we were 
members fn good standing." 

Mr. Smith said that most 
important to the worker was 
freedom of association. "It is 
something the worker cannot do 
without," he said. "What sort of 
a choice is there v/hen a worker 
applies not to the boss but to the 
union for a job like you do in a 
closed shop?" 

If the workers at Davis Leath- 
er Co. Ltd. did not gel an increase, 
it was not the fault of the Can- 
adian Federation of Labor, said 
Mr. Smith.

22, the New- 
market Citizens' Forum met at 
the borne, of Mr. ond Mrs. 0, A, 
Crutcher to study and discuss tho 
future of British .foreign policy. 

Tlio reading material prepared 
ty tho Canadian Association for 
Adult Kducallon was supplement* 
td by current newspaper and 
-nagorfne articles. From" tho 
facts presented, it was apparent 
to the forum that ' tho great 
sacrifice made In the post v/ar 
has left Britain without tho re- 
sources needed to sustain tho 
position of a great power, She 
ww farced to sell a largo part 
ol bur huge foreign investments 
lo pay for the materials of v/ar. 
The vast programs of industrallx- 
atioii in the United States and In 
Russia have more thun overcome 
the head start which England 
obtained as the first nation to 
reap- the benefit of the industrial 
revolution. 

in addition, the manpower 
crisis, clue to an aging and a 
declining population, and to her 
mainlauiance of over a million 
men in her present armed forces 
is causing grave concern. 

It was the opinion of the for- 
um that, in spite of Iter present 
difficulties, it is both possible pnd . 
desiraote that Great Britain main-' 
tarn her position 'as' a world 
power. While she cannot hope to 
compete in power politics with 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union, she is still the rallying 
point of many small nations 
whose peoples are following 
with eager eyes the progress of 
her present great experiment In 
democratic socialism. In her 
r.ew role she stands midway be- 
tween the rugged individualism 
of the United States and the 
authoritarian collectivism of the 
Soviet Union and should be able 
to mediate between these two 
systems, 

.11*c members of the forum also 
fell that Britain's long experience 



and proven ability in administer- 
ing colonies and backward 
peopled should • provo of great 
value to the youthful United 
Nations organization "In Its de- 
af f© to .promote economic ond 
political maturity In less favored 
stales. To dote, Britain has been 
the only nation to agree to tho 
surrender of certain aspects of 
her sovereignty to the United 

Nations in the interests of lasting 
peace. 

Her good faith ha* also been 
Shown " in her willingness to 
grant India complete Independ- 
ence and by her renouncing of 
her treaty with Egypt whereby 
she was permitted to retain largo 
armed forces in that country to 
protect the Suez Canal and her 
oilier interests in tho east. 
.. It was felt that, inasmuch as 
Canada in the prist has basked In 
the reflected glory of Britain, 
wc also suffer from any loss In 
British prestige. .However, the 
forum was agreed that Canada 
was now quite able to manage 
her ov/n diplomatic and economic 
affairs. As a senior member of 
the British Commonwealth, she 
must be prepared to give leader- 
ship In matters of mutual defence 
ond trade. Her added responsi- 
bilities should also result in 
further opportunities for service 
in the family of nations.

When a tree is denuded in the 
autumn we may expect to see 
leaves return in tho spring. The 
returning evidence of life springs 
from the reserve power in the 
rppts, .supplemented by nature's 
arteries fop carrying the life- 
blood of the tree from the root", 
through the trunk and Into the 
branches when the warm, sunny 
days of spring come. Just as day 
by day there Is a cumulative ef- 
fect in the growth of trees and 
plants, so there is a cumulative 
reserve in man's constructive ef- 
forts when time is worthily 
spent. 

These constructive efforts have 
the virtue of Q certificate of 
thrift as time adds to their 
value, but if the value of time in 
general is not of a durable na- 
ture, then time is spent as in 
pouring v/ater through a sieve. 
Amusement and humor supply a 
valuable consideration In life — 
and arc essential in one measure 
to one's ( wel! being. 

To build a balanced reserve of 
the fruits of time calls for 
diversification of interests. In 
Ecclesiastcs HI v/e read: ."For 
everything there is a season, 
and a time for every, purpose 
under heaven" — and in Proverbs 
XVI we read:: "Understanding Is 
a well-spring of. life unto him 
that hath it." 

On one occasion I went into an* 
office where on the walls I saw 
a succession of signs, each one 
containing the one v/ord, 
"Think." The management of 
the firm using this slogan real- 
ized that the extraordinary suc- 
cess of their business, which was 
an international one, grew out 
of the power of thought, as ap- 
plied to office labor-saving ma- 
chinery. Because reflection tells 
us that every enterprise is 
founded upon thought, It he- 
hooves man to consider the 
value that multiplied years can 
bring him when propitiously 
spent, 

These reveries growing out of 
circumspection are offered for 
those who choose to ponder 
them. 

Socrates said: "He is not only 
idle who does nothing, hut he is 
idle who might be belter em- 
ployed." 

Time is always in bloom, and 
will bear a compensating and 
satisfying fruit in accordance 
with how our efforts are em- 
ployed. 

The lime we are privileged to 
spend is a precious gift bestow- 
ed upon us by our Maker— striv- 
ing in a humble way towards be- 
ing 'worthy of this gift is man's 
ideal in life. -

"Everyone must contribute to 
public opinion or a democratic 
unity can never be achieved," 
she said. "Canada has an excel- 
lent reputation among nations, 
V/c must achieve unity within bur 
own country to keep that reputa- 
tion." 

Miss Stewart is a teacher of 
history at Newmarket high 
school. 

Miss Stewart went back to 
1804, and traced the dominion- 
provincial relations from that 
time to the present. 

"Being human, the men that 
Drew up the provisions of the 
British North America Act at 
the Quebec conference in 1804 
did not do a perfect job," she 
sard. "The act, which united the 
provinces of Ontprio/ Quebec, 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotlo, 
was scarcely passed when Joseph 
Howe went about Nova Scotia 
felling the people, *Mr. Tapper 

has; sold us to Canada for tho 
price of a sheepskin, 80c a head', 
and in- 2800 he put the case of 
Nova Scotia before tho British 
parliament in his effort to dis- 
member confederation." 

She sard that when the colon- 
ies united, they gave up to the 
new dominion government cer- 
tain rights of taxation, the most 
important being the levying and 
collecting of customs duties. lit 
return they were granted sub- 
sidies and a fixed annual grant 
equal to 80c a person of popula- 
tion. In 1808, Nova Scotia v/as 
given better terms. Since then, 
she said, frequent adjustments 
have been necessary for each 
province because of its increased 
expenses. She cited education 
as an example of a field in 
which provincial expenses have 
greatly increased. 

"In addition, by sections 01 
and 02, the dominfon government 
was given the power to raise 
money by any form of taxation. 
While the provinces were limited 
to direct taxation. Under section 
92,.tho provinces were given jur- 
isdiction over 'property and civil 
rights'. ^Whenever the provinces 
have fell that their field v/as 
being invaded, they have U3cd 
this power to win favorable de- 
cisions from the judfefal com- 
mittee of tlie privy council in 
England. Under- section 91, on 
tho other band, the- dominion 
was given the power to act for 
the 'peace, order and good gov- 
ernment* of Canada, especially 
In times of emergency. These 
two provisions obvfously con- 
flict," she sard. 

In the depression of the *30's, 
She said, both the dominion gov- 
ernment and the provincial gov- 
ernments used their leek of spec- 
ific power us an excuse for in- 
action. In 1937, she continued, 
the It o w e 1 1-Sirois commission 
was appointed to investigate the 
situation. Its report was pre- 
sented to .the- dominion-provincial 
conference of 1941. She said 
that the premiers of Ontario and 
British Columbia had "walked 
out". However, since f ; the war 
had broken out, many of the 
problems studied by the commis- 
sion had been solved, at least 
temporarily, such -as unemploy- 
ment, and that new techniques 
and philosophies, were developed 
so that now the findings of the 
ItowcU-Sirois'commisslon are vir- 
tually obsolete, she said. 

"A wartime agreement was 
drawn up -providing that the 
provinces vacate the. field of in- 
come and corporation taxes and 
succession dues, in return for an 
annual grant. The arrangement 
proved' satisfactory," she said. 
"At conferences in August, 1945, 
and January, 1946, in an attempt 
lo readjust relations for postwar 
reconstruction, the dominion gov- 
ernment proposed that the prov- 
inces continue to vacate the 
field of income and corporation 
taxes in return for annual grants. 
Considerable wrangling has re- 
sulted with Ontario ^and Quebec 
the chief objectors. The problem 
is a lack of co-operation. Every 
province is out for itself and the 
devil take the hindmost," she 
said, 'The one bright spot is 
that at least the government 
now seems to have a definite re- 
construction program but I think 
that if each province is going to 
insist on its pound of flesh, Can- 
ada is going to become very 
weak." 

Samuel Jefferson, principal at 



Alexander Mulr school, spoke on 
The Father of Education in On- 
tario. He dealt v/ith the life and 
achievements of Egerton .rtycr- 
son, v/hom he described as the 
founder of the present system of 
public schools./ 

Ryereon v/as bom near London 
in 1802, he sold. His people 
were United Empire Loyalists 
who, after leaving the States, 
lettlcd first In New Brunswick 
and later came to Ontario. He 
was fond of reading and got a 
great deal of his\ education that 
way, although . he - did attend 
what corresponded to our high 1 
school, the speaker said, lie also 
studied at a district school near 
Hamilton, although ho was not 
an exceptional student. At 18, he 
left home to join the Methodist 
Society, although his people were 
Anglican.- At .the age of 20 he 
returned home at his father's re- 
quest and- farmed, according to 
Mr, Jefferson. 

He had sympathy for those 
lacking advantage. Later he be- 
came a Methodist minuter and 
was sent to on Indian reserve 
and several other rural charges. 
He . made himself thoroughly 
familiar with rural Canada. He 
believed deeply In absolute dem- 
ocracy, Mr. Jefferson said. 

Between 1820-1830, there was 
violent feeling in Upper Canada 
and Ryerson took a leading part 
in the struggle for responsible 
government. He attacked the 
"clergy reserve" which gave one 
farm out of every seven to the 
"establfshed" Anglican clergy, 
and in 1829, as editor of the 
Christian Guardian, he fought 
that all churches should share in 
the reserve. 

Through this he aroused a 
great deal of antagonism, espec- 
ially from Bishop Slrachan. In 
1833 ho' went to England in a 
move to unite the Methodist 
churches in Canada and England 
but while there, he also made 
many advantageous political 
connections, the speaker contin- 
ued. 

When he returned to the 
paper, lie said, he aroused criti- 
cism through his attacks on Win. 
Lyon Mackenzie, until the people 
also began to deplore Mackenzie's 
violent tactics. 

Ryerson then went back to 
England to, secure funds to estab- 
lish an academy at Cobourg and 
was successful. While there he 
stuped politics, continued to 
make connections and linked 
himself v/ith education. When 



sought. Rycrfion'a advice. Ryer- 
son supported him and Won the 
Appointment of superintendent of 
education.' As such he did a good 
job arid in 1840 introduced his 
now famous bill for education in 
the colony. This is still the 
foundation of the - public school 
system, Mr. Jefferson said. 

Mr. Jefferson described tho 
growth of the present education- 
al system from 1703 when set- 
tlers first began to settle in four 
districts. In 1702, Simcoe, then 
governor, petitioned England for 
four grammar schools, one for 
each district.' In 1797 the king 
granted 200 pounds tor each of 
the four schools.; By the time 
they were established ten years 
later, eight schools were needed, 
so ' that . the royal grant to each 
school was halved. 

In 1810 it was decided that 
any school section could organ- 
ize a school if it had 20 pupils. 
There were to be three trustees 
for each school to be responsible 
for getting a teacher, texts and 
the fees from the parents. Most 
of the teachers were untrained 
men who had failed in some other 
line of business, he said. 

In 1823, a board of education 
for Ontario v/as formed with 
Bishop Strachan at the head. 
He thought that schools should be

Con- 
ditions of his bond wore, that he 
keep the peace toward everyone 
and especially those whom he 
htd threatened* and that he 
should not have firearms in his 
possession.- The bond is to be 
retained for a period of two 
years. . 'i'hc crown did not pro- 
ceed on the wounding charge. 

James and John Brydon -wore 
given the benefit of the doubt 
and charges against them of 
assaulting three Jehovah witness- 
es, hoard last week, were dis- 
missed. 

Mason E. Bowell pleaded not 
guilty to having liquor in an 
illegal place and was released. 
Provincial Constable W. A. Mel- 
bourne said that he liad stopped 
the accused on No. 11 highway 
and found part of a bottle of 
liquor in the glove compartment 
of trie car. Bowell claimed thai 
he had been on his way to a 
hunting camp where he Iwd in- 
tended staying overnight.

under the control of the church, 
said Mr. .Jefferson. He also 
thought that schools were "for 
the classes, not the masses". He 
established universities and priv- 
ate schools but hindered the 
formation of public schools. 
There v/as no uniform curricu- 
lum in the schools, according to 
Mr. Jefferson. 

As soon as Ryerson was given 
the appointment of superintend- 
ent in 1844, he asked for leave 
and went to Kngland, Ireland, 
Europe and lire U.S.A. to study 
educational systems. In 1845 he 
made his report and in 1846 his 
bill, "which is the highlight in 
the advance of education fn the 
province/' was introduced. 

It provided for a school board 
consisting of six members and a 
superintendent, the latter to be 
appointed by the lieutenant gov- 
ernor. It also suggested a school 
for the training of teachers and 
in 1847 the first one was set up. 

The biJI also provided for or- 
ganized school sections. It also 
provided for the appointment of 
trustees for three-year terms 
with one retiring each year. It 
outlined the duties of the teach- 
ers and provided for separate 
schools. In the main, H is the 
foundation of the public school 
today, he declared. 

In 1871, Ryerson sponsored his 
last bill, providing for trained 
school inspectors, compulsory 
free education and licenses for 
teachers.

Candidates for the.- office of 
reeve, councillors; members ' of 
the board of education and one 
cemetery commissioner were all 
accorded acclamation at o well 
attended nomination meeting in 
Stouffvlllo on November 22. Fol- 
lowing the nomination hour (7.30 
to 8.30 o'clock), a public meeting 
was ' held, which lasted until 
after ten o'clock. Geo. Storey, 
returning officer, acted as chair- 
man. 

Reeve A. V. Nolan v/as acclaim- 
ed for the third time. . Also 
returned by acclomation were 
Hugh Boyd and, John Smits, 
councillors, while two new coun- 
cillors acclaimed are Frank Row- 
boUiam and Bert Bell. Members 
of 1040 council, R. E. Brown and 
K. A. Button, did not enter the 
contest. Mr. Brown has been ill 
and Mr. Button said he wished to 
retire. 

Three members of the hoard of 
education were elected by accla- 
mation. Ambrose Stover,- Frank 
itfehes, last year members, and 
Hugh Batmcrmon, u new man. 

Reeve Nolan epoke at some 
length saying the council was 
not proud of lln road program 
effort this year. While $2,000 
hod been raised for spending on 
loxvia top roads, the Jupp Con- 
struction Co. fell down on carry- 
ing out the contract. The comp- 
any could not meet its program 
for various reasons and Stouff- 
ville was one of 30 other towns 
left out this year. However, the 
reeve said the money raised 
would be doubled this coming 
year and a double program 
carried out that would look more 
attractive to the Jupp people. 

Speaking at length on the 
water system of the tov/n, he 
warned that increased rates were 
just ahead. Since 1940 there had 
been $1,000 more spent on the 
system than the- total receipts for 
lhat period, and at that, much 
work is still needed. The system 
is growing older and bigger and 
present rates for water were 
fantastically below anything 
charged in York county. Many 
small local pipes laid over the 
years now should be replaced 
with four-inch iron piping before 
the small pipes give out. Addi- 
tional hydrants are being de- 
manded by the fire underwriters. 

He warned that Stouffville 
faced the prospect of being de- 
clared an unprotected tov/n by 
the fire underwriters ff the sys- 
tem wo's not improved. 

Mr. Nolan cited 'the Markham 
rates which showed lhat the 
service for which Stouffville 
pays $4 per year costs the house- 
holders there §10, while the 
water which is metered out here 
at nine cents per M gallon costs 
22 cents in Markham and still 
more in Richmond, Hill and Ux- 
brulge. 

The reeve touched on the 
school situation which, he said, 
might worsen if Ontario county 
did not see its way clear to 
give Stouffville a portion of 
Pickering township in this hfgh 
school area. 

The question to be voted on 
December 9 for the procuring of 
a community hall, so badly 
needed here, was mentioned brief- 
ly and it was pointed out that if 
the hall cost the ratepayers 
$25,000 in debentures running for 
20 years, the annual payment 
could be made without increased 
taxation owing to the large 
school and road debentures com- 
ing off in the next two or three 
years. 

Councillor E. A. Button thank- 
ed those who nominated him for 
a third term but stated that he 
wished to retire from office. 

Councillor Boyd reiterated 
what, the reeve had said regard- 
ing the condition of the water 
system and the need for addition- 
al funds. 

Councillor Smits, member of 
the road committee, said that 
the need for more maintenance 
work was apparent in his depart- 
ment and promised his support 
to the hiring of a full-time man 
for the roads and water work's, 
if returned }o office. 

C. II. Bell, implement dealer, 
Harold Spofford, merchant, and 
Frank Rov/bothsm, retired citi- 
zen, all nominated for the posi- 
tion of councillor, thanked those 
who hod proposed their names. 

D. R. Chadwick, chairman of 
the board of education, told the 
gathering that the attendance at 
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tit v. high school had increased 100 
percent in the last nine years. 
He said that ZC0 were now 
attending high school and 105 Jn 
the public school, each with six 

•teachers. 

The report of the high school 
inspector was very gratifying and 
he cited several passages which 
stated that the teaching was of 
a hlph order.
